where—and 
a 
crack 
team

Labor Department eagle-eyed in­ 
vestigators 
under 
Commissioner 
John 
Holcombe 
want* 
to know 
what happened to the money these 
past two years. 


“Eagle - eyed” is the word for 
these men, 
whom 
insiders call 
“Holcombe’s Commandos.” They 
are part of a 30-man corps of ac­ 
countants. Most of them are form­ 
er Internal Revenue Service in­ 
vestigators.

THE TREASURE hunt for the 
$1,000 bills by the Financial Di­

Holcombe s pencil wielding com­ 
mandos were poring over financial 
reports filed by the Bakery and 
Confectionery 
Workers—a 
union 
ousted 
from 
the 
AFL-CIO 
on 
charges of corruption. Away down 
in a corner of one page the ex­ 
aminers 
discovered 
a 
footnote. 
This tiny item, barely noticeable, 
reported the return of a loan to 
the international union 
The item said simply that $35,- 
000 had been returned by a Local 
No. 3 of New York. The money 
supposedly had been lent by the 
national headquarters to the New 
York local to help to cover strike 
benefits 
The Labor Department's 
probers became suspicious. They 
contacted Local No. 3. 


The local 
never 
had 
seen 
a 
nickel of the money. Yet the na­ 
tional 
headquarters 
report 
indi­ 
cated that the local had repaid 
$35,000 


In fact, there had been $35,000 
in small bills deposited in the na­ 
tional union's treasury in March 
1960 


THESE DEPOSITS 
were made 
by the union's recently suspended 
secretary-treasurer, 
Peter Olson. 
He was the man who originally 
withdrew the 35 $1,000 bills. What 
had he done with them? He had 
not given them to Local 3’s strike 
fund 
How had he gotten another 
$35,000 in small bills? 
While the L a b o r Department 
was probing this mystery, t h e 
union 
suspended 
Olson 
and 
his 
buddy, the often-investigated pres­ 
ident Jim Cross. 
A 
caretaker

over 
the national Bakery and Confec­ 
tionery Workers Union was set up 
by its other leaders under a vice 
president, Max Kralstein, now act­

Soon these accounting comman­ 
dos will drop in on some locals 
of the Hod Carriers and the Oper­ 
ating Engineers, as well as the 
Teamsters. 
Despite the newness of the bu­ 
reau, it ha* not exactly been idle 
in Washington. Since the law was

have

five thousand credible complaints.

Q. How can I correctly apply a 
tourniquet? 
A. If the bleeding is from the 
hand or forearm, the tourniquet 
(which is at least one inch wide) 
should be placed a hand’s breadth 
from the armpit.

In applying, place several layers 
of gauze or a handkerchief around 
the site to prevent injury to the 
tissue.
